IS BOOK STOCK EVER DEAD? 


At a gathering of bookmen recently the 
question of what to do with “plugs” came up 
for discussion. Naturally, every one present 
had a theory, more or less practical, on the 
subject. All agreed that it was necessary to 
make a considerable sacrifice in order to get 
tid of slow stock ‘except one bookseller, and he 
claimed that there is no such thing as an abso- 
lutely unsaleable book. Said he, “There is no 
book, however insignificant and out of date, 
which I cannot sell sooner or later, often at 
my own price, and which somebody will not 
come into my shop and ask for. Few books 
are ever entirely dead. 

“If proper care and judgment were exer- 
cised in the purchase of books; that is, if the 
buying were done absolutely close to the de- 
mands of the business instead of being influ- 
enced, as it often is, by dazzling inducements 
that in the end prove will-o’-the-wisps, there 
would be fewer accumulations of slow stock. 
It is seldom safe for a dealer with a small 
constituency to take a second plunge on a so- 
called popular book, because from one day to 
another the enthusiasm over it may be chilled, 
‘or no reason whatever, and its sale stopped 
— There is bound to be a scattering call 
saa for some time after the boom has sub- 
x » and the dealer who has been enterpris- 
= enough while the excitement ran high, 
nd careful when he felt the relaxation set 


in, will probably not be caught long with 
remainders.” 

But then it is undeniable that the best laid 
plans of mice and men often come to naught, 
and that the most careful buyer does get 
caught with a larger remnant than it would be 
desirable to carry for any length of time; for 
while, according to the bookseller we have 
quoted, a book may never be absolutely dead, 
it often remains in a moribund condition a 
provokingly long time. Hence, the burning 
question with many booksellers will continue 
to be how to move this slow-selling stock with 
the least possible loss. 

By friendly co-operation among dealers in 
the same or in different cities much relief 
might be obtained, because what may not ap- 
peal to one class of readers, or one section of 
the country, may appeal to a different class 
of readers in another part of the country. 
Certain libraries, we understand, are effecting 
such exchanges regularly, to the satisfaction 
of all concerned. These exchanges might be 
managed by booksellers through the inter- 
change of manifolded lists, or through adver- 
tisements in the trade journals. Some years 
ago THe PustisHers’ WEEKLY offered to open 
up a column of “Books for Exchange” at a 
rate reduced to five cents a line for entries 
amounting to one hundred lines at a time; 
that is, at the present price for fifty lines one 
hundred lines could be inserted, the price for 
less than one hundred lines, however, being 
as now at ten cents a line. 

Among other expedients proposed it has been 
suggested that the publishers should consider 
a plan of sharing in the loss on slow stock by 
relieving the bookseller of his surplus, or a 
proportion of it, by exchange or otherwise, 
rather than have their books slaughtered in 
“remainder sales.” As the proposer of this 
expedient, who is the agent for a large pub- 
lishing house, said: “This might seem at first 
thought to work against the interest of the 
publishers; but in the long run it would not, 
for the easier they can make it for customers 
to close out their stock the more readily they 
will buy next time. It is not for the real in- 
terest of the publisher to see the bookseller 
lose on any of his stock.” This suggestion, 
plausible as it may appear, will no doubt fall 
on stony ground so far as the publisher is con- 
cerned. However, inasmuch as the subject 
touches a vital point in present-day booksell- 
ing, it is one on which a general expression of 
opinion seems desirable, and we will gladly 
lend our columns for a discussion of the 
proposition. 
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THE AMERICAN POSTAL LEAGUE. 


Tue American Postar Leacue has been 
organized to encourage the enactment of a 
parcels post bill by Congress. Some of 
the aims of the League are: “To prevent 
any increase of rates on any class of mail 
matter, and to reduce rates as rapidly as pos- 
sible on all mail matter; to secure to the 
American public postal facilities equal, at 
least, to those enjoyed by the people of Eu- 
rope, and especially to secure from the incom- 
ing Congress the establishment of a domestic 
parcels post as efficient and cheap as that of 
Germany and Switzerland, a foreign parcels 
post equal to that of the more progressive 
European countries, and a simplification of 
postal rates, so that second-class matter shall 
no longer be subjected to the arbitrary rul- 
ings of department officials.” The associa- 
tion was first organized as the New York 
Postal Progress League; in order, however, 
to give it wider power it was voted at a later 
meeting to adopt the more comprehensive title. 

It is proposed to attain these ends by educa- 
tion through the press, by the dissemination 
of literature, by holding popular meetings, and 
by obtaining pledges from all members of 
Congress and nominees for Congress. The of- 
ficers of the League are: President, Albert 
A. Pope; treasurer, William B. Howland; 
secretary, James L. Cowles. Some of the

ANOTHER NEW ENGLAND PRIMER. 


ANOTHER early and previously undescribed 
“New England Primer” has recently passed 
through the hands of Dodd, Mead & Co. into 
the library of.a collector in Brooklyn, N. Y. 
This edition was unknown to Paul Leicester 
Ford when he compiled his work on “The 
Little Bible of New England.” It is dated 
1746, and is, according to R. F. R[oden,] in 
the Saturday Times Review of August 8, 
“the fifth earliest known edition of this im- 
portant book, now so highly prized by col- 
lectors. Ford knew of only three editions 
printed before 1761, the dates being 1727, 1737 
and 1738. Within the last year these editions 
have been discovered: 1735, 1746 and 1754. 
The following list gives the dates of the 
eleven earliest known editions:

“The first edition of the New England 
Primer was supposed by Ford to have been 
printed in Boston about 1600 by R. Peirce tor 
Benjamin Harris.

Benjamin Harris, 1691,’) probably issued late 
in 1690. occurs this advertisement: 

“There is now in the Press, and will suddenly be 
extant, a Second Impression of The New-Eng!an¢ 
Primer enlarged, to which is added, More Direc 
tions for Spelling: the Prayer of K. Edward the 6t, 


and Verses made by Mr. Rogers the Martyr, left as 
a Legacy to his Children. 


“There is also reason to believe that an ear- 
lier edition of the Primer was issued in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., in 1668, by Marmaduke John- 
son.

A PUBLISHER’S FORTUNE. 


Wir reference to the forthcoming centen- 
ary of Lord Lytton, it has been stated by 
Francis Gribble, in the Fortnightly Review, 
that “the House of Routledge is well known 
to have laid the foundation of its fortunes by 
giving £20,000 for the right to issue a s!x- 
penny edition of his works.” The statement 
has been criticised; but, according to the 
London Times, “the truth of the matter 1s 
that it was Messrs. Smith’s bookstalls which 
helped more than anything else toward the 
making of the reputation of the Routledge 
firm. The bookstalls were started by Smith 
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about 1848, and George Routledge, quick to 
see the possibilities of the new system, issued 
the first volume of his Railway Library with 
Fenimore Cooper’s ‘Pilot’ at a shilling. The 
series was successful, and for many years af- 
forded the chief business at Smith’s book- 
lls. 

at was in 1853 that Routledge made his 
celebrated offer of £20,000 to Lytton for the 
right to include nineteen of his novels in the 
Library for the term of ten years. ‘In spite 
of the enormous outlay,’ says Curwen, in his 
‘History of Booksellers,’ ‘they were very 
willing, on the expiry of the time, to take a 
fresh lease of the — volumes; so that 
an offer originally deemed by the trade to be 
quixotic, if not ruinous, must have reaped the 
success that its liberality and boldness de- 
served; and by their association with Sir E. 
Bulwer Lytton a great prestige was at once 
acquired.’ Similar arrangements were made 
with Disraeli, G. P. R. James, Harrison 
Ainsworth and other favorite novelists, these 
reissues being followed by the publication of 
original works by Mayne Reid, Grant and 
others, as well as by the first English edition 
of ae of Prescott’s and Longfellow’s 
works,”
